In the adjoining 
room waited the directors of the Cémmer- 
cial German) National bank and of the IMii- 
who had offered to purchase 
the business, 

The directors decided not to sell out under

Savants Regard Custom of Kissing as 
Almost Criminal.

PARIS, Oct. 6.—Whatever may be the prac- 

tical value of Prof..-Behring’s new treatment 
for tuberculosis, the announcement of his 
discovery has created a sensation Both in 
scientific circles and with the genefal public. 

It has focused attention upon the tubercu- 
losis congress now assembledin Paris. Keen 
interest is manifested in the session tomor- 
row, at which Prof. Behring is to outline his 
views as a result of his experiments for the 
benefit of his fellow scientists. Such an au- 
thoritative statement apparently is needed, 
for in an interview published today Prof. 
Behring complains that his declarations have 
not been correctly interpreted. 

‘The facts are,” he says, “ that I have 
been studying for a long time the new 
method of treating tuberculosis, and I think 
I have broken fresh ground. Certain animals, 
which contract this malady with great facil- 
ity, hitherto have proven refractory. At- 
tempts at vaccination finally have succeeded 
in rendering them immune as regards the 
bacillus, and probably can even cure them 
when the disease is fully developed in them.

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Prof. Behring went on to indicate that he 
found the germ discussed In works on path- 
ology writtem by the French scientists, Bayle, 

jaennmec, Lebert, and Robin, in the early part 
of the last century: He noticed that they 
classified tuberculosis in two categories. One 
is characterized by gray transperent granu- 
lations known as Bayle’s granulations; 
the other develops towards suppura- 
tion. Virchow’s discovery has created a 
tendency to class both categories as one and 
the same thing. Prof. Behring sa@ys this 
tendency is erroneous. His studies have con- 
vineed him that the old distinction estab- 
lished by French pathologists is well founded. 


Theory Causes Sensation. 

Discussing this matter editorially today 
the medical editor of a Paris paper says: 

‘‘ Bvery one was struck yesterday morning 
at the sensational communication made by 
Prof. Behring. The matter in question is 
nothing less than a discovery that not only 
means the preyention of tuberculosis but a 
eure for that disease.

This contract was let without competition; 
on builders’ specifications practically instead 
of those of the railroad company; no oppor- 
tunity was given to steel and other car build 
ers to make proposals, although I had prom- 
ised them that upon your return from Mexico 
if the car was taken up by you they would 
be asked for bids; and without any consulta- 
tion with or even advice to the president, his 
first information of the contract coming a 
week later, and then from angry car build- 
ers who had relied om my promise as stated, 

“The method of letting this contract, in 
connection with the custom for the last eight- 
een months of arranging and consummating 
many of the most Important matters—car 
trusts, contracts for supplies, locomotives, 
tubes, tires, changing standards, speci- 
fications, etc.—without consultation with 
or through the president, but through 
others holding no official position— 
has not only discredited the stand- 
ing of the president and demoralized 
the purchasing and mechanical department 
officials so that no one knows exactly what 
he is to do, but it has caused such a public 
condition that it is common talk among sup- 
ply men and builders that it is a waste of time 
to see the president or other officials, but‘ go 
and see ’ etc., and on gossip which im- 
pugns the honesty and integrity both of Mr. 
Gould and Mr. Ramsey.”’ 

" ‘How Contracts Were Let. 

Mr. Ramsey had this to say to Mr. Gould 
in regard to the car contracts referred to: 

‘In February, 1905, I was authorized to 
buy 2,000 freight cars, principally steel, pro- 
vided I could place the order at not exceed- 
ing a certain price. After three weeks’ work 
with numerous bidders I’got the car at some 
$30 per car below that price. Mr. Gould, 
who was in Mexico, ordered me to hold up 
the contracts until he returned, although 
he had given me full authority before he 
left to close the contracts. I advised him 
that the bidders would not keep the price 
open and that it would cost at least from 
$30 to $50 per car ten days later. 

“The contracts were not placed and all 
bids were withdrawn. About two weeks 
later, without my knowledge and without a 
conference with any officer in the company 
and without bids, the contract was placed 
by or through Mr. B. Nicoll, a member of 
an executive committee organized by Mr. 
Gould, which had been put in charge of can- 
struction work in connection with the Pitts- 
burg terminal. I had no notice that it had 
been done and I learned of it indirectly 
through outside sources some ten days later. 

“There had been so many cases of this 
irregularity in placing contracts and chang- 
ing specifications and materials after con- 
tracts had been made, that I could not do 
anything but write the foregoing letter, 
dated March 23 ”’ Gin’ which Mr. Ramsey ten- 
dered his resignation as president ‘of the 
Wabash and Pittsburg ny Terminal 
company).”’ 

Within two days after his letter of March 
23 had beeg received by Mr. Gould; Mr. Ram- 
sey noted with satisfaction that Messrs. 
Jeffrey, Nicoll, and the officials of the car 
company were got together and the contract 
price reduced $50,000 “‘ because he (Ramsey) 
had written a letter.’ 


Opposes a Bond Issue. 
One of the most serious conflicts Mr. Ram- 
sey has had with Mr. Gould arose over the 
proposed note issue of the Wabash for from 


| 


$15,000,000 to $17,000,000 secured by a five 
year & per cent bond of the Wheeling and 
Lake’ Erie railroad company, which the Wa- 
bash was to buy on a 6 per cent Lasis, with 
a lot of Wabash and Pittsburg Kailway 
Terminal securities addéd as collateral. Mr. 
Ramsey could not see his way clear to ap- 
prove of the note isse for various reasons. 
He did not believe the Wabash should as- 
sume all the risk and burden of the proposed 
issue when the money was to be expended on 
the Wheeling and Lake Erie railroad com- 


pany, and the Wabash and Pittsburg Ter- 
minal railway property covered by other 
mortgages. 


Nor could he justify to the minority stock- 
holders of the Wheeling and Lake Erie rail- 
way company, an issue of $15,000,000 5 per 
cent five year bonds and their sale to the 
Wabash on a 6 per cent basis when he felt 
certain that 4 per cent fifty. year bonds 
could be sold on a 4% per cent basis. 

He declared the minority stockHolders cer- 
tainly would look at such a short term bond 
with suspicion. He stood out against the 
proposition for two days, during which time 
there were several warm discussions, pro 
and con, and he wrote a letter proposing a 
plan which he predicted would result in a 
large saving to the Wabash and to the 
Wheeling and Lake Erie railroad company. 
He finally delivered to Mr. Gould a bid by 
a responsible house for from $10,000,000 to 
$15,000,000 of Wheeling and Lake Erie bonds 
ona basis of 4% per cent. 

The bond sale was ratified by the board 
instead of the note proposition. Mr. Ramsey 
does Mr. Gould the justice of saying that 
he was in favor of the bond issue and says 
that before the board he was quite compli- 
mentary to Mr. Ramsey, saying he had 
sand and that he had saved the ecgmpany 
$400,000 or $500,000. 


Quarrel Is More Bitter. 

Mr. Ramsey’s resignation of March 23 had 
not been accepted, but one week after the 
ratification by the board of his bond plan a 
meeting of the Pittsburg Terminal board 
was called and Mr. Gould notified him im- 
mediately after the meeting that the board 
had accepted his resignation. 

The relations between Mr. Gould and Mr 
Ramsey were not bettered by ‘this incident. 
The bond sale fell through. Mr. Ramsey 
denied it failed because of misrepresenta- 
tions made by him, but he says he knows 
that the purchasers withdrew their bid as 
soon as it became publicly known that he 
was about to retire, claiming that his resig- 
nation would generally discredit the securi- 
ties and interfere With their sale. 

As a result of this muddle Mr. Ramsey 
notes that since the meeting of April 19, 
when his resignation was accepted, there 
have been two issues of notes amounting 


' to $15,500,000, which were assumed by the 


Wabash company, but only $2,000,000 of 
which is to be expended on the Wabash 
proper. 

He says this, with the $6,100,000 note issue 
in 1904 to pay for $6,600,000 of the bonds of 
the Wabash-Pittsburg Terminal railway 
company, makes a total of $21,600,000 for 
which the Wabash railroad company is re- 
sponsible. 


Why He Quit Pittsburg Terminal. 

Mr. Ramsey then continued, telling why 
he resigned from the Pittsburg Terminal 
cémpany: 

“It followed as a natural consequence of 
the conditions which I haved described that

named with whom Mr. Gould could get along 
and who could be depended upon through 
his better relations to have the work done 
quickly. 

“The Wabash owns all the stock of the 
Pittsburg Terminal company, amounting to 
$10,000,000,, and has a controlling interest 
through that company of the stock of the 
Wheeling and Lake Erie company, which 
was the connecting line between Toledo and 
Pittsburg. Since my resignation I do not 
know exactly what has occurred. Appar- 
ently there has not been rapid headway in 
the completion of the plans.” 

What ig the value of the Pittsburg Ter- 
minal to the Wabash ?’’ 

“It is of the greatest value, be¢ause it 
gives an outlet.to Pittsburg, and: because 
of the location of the terminals thére it is 
of the utmost importance that work On all 
plans, Spurs, and terminals should be! com- 
pleted at the earliest possible date: Every 
day of delay is losing thousands and 'thou- 
sands of dollars. 


Pittsburg Scheme Was Ramsey’s. 

“I planned the whole scheme of going into 
Pittsburg, organized the syndicate, and se- 
cured the Carnegie contracts for traffic and 
all other contracts, and had full and com- 
plete charge|\of doing the work until a few 
months before my resignation, when my 
hands were go tied up I could do nothing. « 

* Besides this, the bitter fight on in the 
west between the Gould interests (Missouri 
Pacific and Colorado Fuel and Iron company) 
and the United States Steel noporey had 
not only caused the United States §:ee! in- 
terest to boycott the Wabash and the Wheé!- 
ing and Lake Erie, as regards traffic, but 
also prevented the Pittsburg Terminal from 
making any headway towards a cu.nnectipi. 
with the Union railroad under the Carnegie 
contract which I had made with that com- 
pany for 25 per'cent of Its traffic.

Houston, Tex., Oct. EE SE peti- 
tion from a number of citizens, headed by G. 
W. Knight of San Marcos, has been pre- 
sented to Gov. Lanham asking that the state 
permit mob punishment of negroes who as- 
sault. women. 

The communi¢ation sets forth that it is dan- 
gerous for white women to live in sparsely 
settled sections, unless constantly guarded; 
that the tendency to commit these crimes is 
increasing among blacks,, and must be 
stopped even if it is necessary to wipe out 
the race; that suspicion may be held against 
every male negro, and that wholesale slaugh- 
ter will ensue if the assaults are not checked. 


Nonprotection of Negroes Asked. 

The governor is asked to indorse a policy 
of absolute unprotection to negroes guilty 
of assault, insuring that they be given no trial 
by legal inquiry of any kind, and that they 
may be hanged instantly as soon as Ppyee- 
hended. 

He is advised that every local comabinity 
will hold a massmeeting, adopt resolutions 
in accordance With the foregoing, that the 
citizens will form committees to stand ready 
to punish with immediate death black men 
guilty of assault or proved intent, that when 
the crime is committeed every negro com- 
munity shall be compelled to assist the whites,

Claims to Be Boy’s Mother. 

Mrs. Mary B. White of Rockford, Ill., sent 
a letter to the St. Louls police yesterday 
stating that she was the boy's mother, and 
asking for their assistance in recovering the 
money, which, she said, belonged to her son, 
having been left by his foster father, John 


Dunkle, who before nis death conducted a | 


saloon at 522 West Lake street, this city. 
The police have some doubts as to the truth 

of Mrs. White's story.

Believes Woman Is His Mother.

Training School Man Remembers Boy. 

‘*T remember the boy Dunkle well,’’ sajd 
Secretary Oscar L. Dudley of the training 
school last night. ‘‘He was sent to the 
school abowtt eight or nine years ago, at the 
age of T years. Public Administrator Young 
had charge of him as guardian and I under- 
stood that a saloonkeeper who had adopted 
the boy had, before his death, willed hima 
largé sum of money.

New York, Oct. 6.—jSpecial.j—It is the 
duty of the United States under the Platt 
amendment to interfere in Cuba to guarantee 
genuine and honest elections. Cuba must 
be saved from itself.’’ . 

Gen, José Miguel Gomez, liberal party can- 
didate for president of Cuba, declared further 
that the Palma government was.a despotism, 
guilty of the use of fraud and force in the 
elections. 

“The days of the 2ist, 22d, and 23d of last 
September were days of terror in all Cuba,”’ 
he said. “The chief leaders of our party 
were arrested. They were respectable men— 
men of conservative ideas, merchants, and 
distinguished professional meft. 


One Leader Assassinated. 

“The assassination of Villuendas took 
place. He was a young man of great vigor- 
and the leader of the liberal party in the 
house of representatives. A stupid story of 
dynamite was invented, only to make an im- 
pression on the United States, as it was re- 
ceived only with laughter in€uba. 

“Sept. 22, the day preceding the election 
of members of the election boards, the mod- 
erates arrested the leaders of our party or- 
ganizations. On the 28d the ballot boxes 
were taken to the polling places, already 
stuffed with votes, and defended by men of 
criminal antecedents, armed with rifles, and 
also by the rural guard and the municipal 
police.

ASSASSIN IN | FINLAND FAILS. 


Attempt to Kill Chief of Police of Hel- 
singfors Unsuccessful—14,000 
Troops There or on Way. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE, ] 

ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 6.—Th@ Russ re- 
ports that an attempt has been made to 
assassinate the chief of pclice at Helsing- 
fors, Finland. It is apprehended that mar- 
tial law will be proclaimed. Fourteen thou- 
sand troops already have arrived in Fin- 
‘and or are en route. 

A dispatch from Moscow says there were 
disorderly demonstrations there this even- 
ing by striking printers, workmen, and. stu- 
dents, who were repeatedly dispersed by 
Cossacks and gendarmes. Several police- 
men were wounded. It is reported that a 
gendarme was killed.

It is a remarkable personality which thus

If the irregularities of 
his accounts are peculations the man has cat- 
ried them out with a cleverness that defied 
detection through possibly a decade or two. 
Yet all that time he was admired as a noted 
educational authority and he was respected 
iproachable integrity, and 
loved for his winning manner. 
How It Was Possible. 

A member of the school board who has 
had his eyes opened. explained to THE TRIB- 
UNE correspondent today how it was possible 
for Mr. Dougherty to embezzle schoo] funds 
without detection. It would be possible only 
for an official who had a one man power such 
as Dougherty enjoyed. Vouchers for teach- 
ers’ salaries and schoo! supplies had to be ap- 
proved by the appropriation committee and 
by the board. The building commissioner 
audited the furniture expenditures, the book 
committee the books, and the finance com- 
mittee the salaries. Dougherty, as secretary 
of each of these committees, reported to 
President Meais of the board the list of bills 
audited. He, too, would sign scrip in pay- 
ment, and Dougherty was left to make remit- 
tances. 

According to evidence which the grand jury 
has obtained Dougherty, in making out the 
list of bills audited, inserted a number of 
fictitious bills which passed the scrutiny of 
President Meals without question. In this 
way was scrip issued to pay salaries to ficti- 
tious teachers and to remit for supplies never 
ordered. The associated pay roll was padded 
hundreds of dollars a month. 

Drafts Kited Around. 


These orders Dougherty would deposit in 
his bank to his own credit, indorsing each one 
with the name of the payee, “ per N. C, D.” 
His explanation was that he thereby cashed 
scrip for the payee and remitted with a per- 
sonal check or sight draft. The sight draft 
he would “kite”? around through his bank 
correspondents in New Yerk and St. Louis 
and finally it would come back covered with 
indorsements pertaining to his private busi- 
ness, but not pertaining to creetrere of the 
school board. 

In some cases he would mes scrip for sev- 
eral times the amount audited by the com- 
mittee. He would deposit this to his account 
and send a check for the right amount to the 
firm. The difference he pocketed, 

Implicitly relying on his integrity the board 
merely asked him how much money he want- 
ed for the next year, and when it was gone 
never.questioned as toits spending. ‘The peo- 
ple saw the local schools steadily improving 
under the direction of the wonderful educa- 
tor, afld that result stilled any suspicions 
that might be entertained. 


One by One Officials Leave. 

The indorsement employed by Dougherty 
was irregular in proper banking and more 
than once was questioned by officials of the 
institution. President Houghton suddenly 
withdrew from the institution six years ago 
under circumstances that never were fully 
explained, but always were connected with 
a row with Dougherty. 

A couple’of years ago Harry Bartlett, a 
teller, resigned on the spot one morning. 
It was said that Dougherty asked him to 
make an improper transacticn. Then came 
Erwin J. Schnebly, who.was bookkeeper in 
the bank for several years. At first he had 
charge of the local account. He noticed the 
queer method by which disbursements were 
made and mentioned the matter to his su- 
perior officers. He was told to mind his own 
business. 

Almost immediately he was transferred 
from the books to the discount and exchange 
department. But he still had his suspicions. 
He had been told that Dougherty paid the 
school bills with personal drafts. So one 
day he looked up the drafts with which the 
supply houses were supposed to have been 
paid. The young man found that they did 
not bear the indorsements of the payees.

New York, Oct. 6.—[Special ]}—This ticket, 
which was made up late this afternoon, was 
adopted by the republican city convention, 
held tonight at Carnegie hall, without ques- 
tion from a single delegate. The delegates 
had no idea up to the time the name of 
Hughes was mentioned by Senator Elsberg, 
who made the nominating speech, for whom 
they were expected to vote. They were entire- 
ly in the dark as to the identity of any single 
candidate on the ticket, but they were pre- 
pared to carry out the mandate of the leaders 
and did so. 

Hughes, who is principal counsel for the 
committee of the legislature investigating 
insurance affairs, gave out this statement: 

“IT have given no encouragement to the 
subcommittee which waited on me. I am 
strongly convinced that I ought not to ac- 
cept the nomination. I will say nothing 
further until formal notification is given me 
of the nomination. I understand that will be 
next Monday." 

Richard Young, who was nominated for 
controller, said tonight at his home that he 
would not be a candidate, 


Pick Hughes at Last Hour. 


The selection of Hughes as the republican 
eandidate for mayor was only decided upon 
late in the afternoon. It is understood that 
he at no time during the day had any com- 
munication with the republican leaders, but 
it is stated that on the day before Hughes 
made a half promise that if there was an 
overwhelming demand for him to run on 
the republican ticket perhaps he might ac- 
cept, but he would'do so only on condition 
that he should not be required to make a 
canvass or deliver speeches during the cam- 
paign and that nothing should be required 
of him which would interfere with his work 
as counsel for the insurance investigating 
committee. 

How thoroughly the ticket was a make up 
of the party leaders is shown by the circum- 
stance that Richard Young, when seen to- 
night at Broooklyn, said he never had heard 
he was to be madea candidate until informa- 
tion of his nomination was carried to him 
by a reporter. Similarly, James L. Wells, 
who was one of the delegates to the conven-

Enthusiastic Over Hughes. 

If the enthusiasm, as displayed in tonight's 
convention, goes for anything Hughes will 
make a popular candidate for the republicans. 
Long before Senator Elsberg got through 
with his nominating speech his frequent 
references to the inquisitor in the gas inves- 
tigation and the inquiry. now going on into 
the affairs of the insurance companies, 
tipped off to the audience the name of the 
man he was going to submit to the conven- 
tion. Every reference of this kind was loud- 
ly applauded. When finally Elsberg spoke 
the name of Charles E. Hughes the cheers 
lasted fully three minutes, and the waving 
of flags, which the delegates carried and 
which had been distributed In the galleries, 
made the inside of the hall look like a moving 
sea of color.

RADICAL WING IS SILENT. 


Eugene N. Foss Says Plank Is Not 
Wide Enough, but Votes 
for It.

Boston, Mass,, Oct. 6—With only one voice 
raised in opposition, the republicans of Mas- 
sachusetts in state convention today declared 
for a revision of the tariff. 

Contrary to expectations, the radical wing 
of the party, under the leadership of Eugene 
N. Foss of Boston, did not offer a substitute 
for the plank in the platform relating to the 
tariff, although in a speech to the delegates 
Mr. Foss declared that the revision of the 
tariff favored in the state platform was not 
sufficiently wide in its scopé. Mr. Foss 
severely scored the Massachusetts senators 
and representatives in congress, tharging 
that they were not loyal to the interests of 
Massachusetts. 

Mr. Foss renewed his attack on the repub- 
lican leaders after the convention adjourned, 
issuing a statement in which he declared that 
Senator Lodge's speech before the convention 
was'a “dirct insult to a majority of the re- 
publican voters in the state.”” He declared 
that the speech of Senator Lodge wouia cost 
Curtis Guild Jr., the nominee for governor, 
thousands of votes, 

Gen. William F. Draper, former ambassa- 
dor to Italy, and a leading member of the 
Home Market club, opposed the adoption of 
the tariff revision plank of the platicrm. He 
said he would not offer any substitute plank 
for the reason that ht knew there was no 
chance of its being dccéepted. Gen. Draper 
contended that tariff revision would be fol- 
lowed by financial and commercial depression 
and, speaking as a manufacturer, he could see 
no reason why there should be a révision. 

Senator Lodge on Revision. 

Senator Henry Cabot Lodge replied to 
Gen. Draper and defended the tariff plank. 
He said: 

“This resolution now under discussion 
does not touch the state officers to be nom- 
inated here, declares that the republicans 
of Massachusetts are protectionists, and 
that they recognize the principle of protec- 
tion, and it approves the action of the state’s 
representatives in the last congress in fa- 
voring a revision. We shall act on this ques- 
tion of revision with the republican party. 

‘* You cannot have protection for a part 
of the country and for a part of the coun- 
try’s industries and free trade for another 
section of. the country. We get immense 
benefits from the tariff. We must consider 
that other states with their products must 
receive like benefits. The tariff must be na- 
tional, not sectional. If I thought that the 
platform presented meant free raw material 
it would not have my sUpport.”’ 

Tariff and Other Planks. 

The platform eontained, in brief, an in- 
dorsement, of the administration of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, especial mention being made 
of his part in bringing about peace between 
Russia and Japan, and of his enforcement 
of the laws preventing corporations from 
oppressing the people. 

The tariff plank is as follows: 

‘* We believe that the policy of protection 
to American labor and American industry 
should be maintained, The republican party 
of Massachusetts reaffirms its devotion to 
the principle of protection and is opposed to 
tariff changes tending to depress or destroy 
ahy of our industries or to lower the wages 
of American labor. 

‘** But we recognize the fact as declared 
by the national republican convention at 
Chicago that rates should be changed when 
conditions have so changed that the public 
interest demands the alteration of sched- 
ules. The time at which revision of the 
tariff should be undertaken must be deter- 
mined by the representatives of the party 
from all parts of our country.” 


KNOCKS OUT HALF HOLIDAY. 


Corporation Counsel Lewis Tells the 
Mayor That City Employes Should 
Work Saturday Afternoons. 


City hall) employés are speaking harshly of 
Col. James Hamilton Lewis, the corporation 
counsel, because he has deprived them of 
their Saturday half holiday. 

In an opinion given to the mayor, Col, 
Lewis holds that.the new state law granting 
a Saturday half holiday to city employés 
does not exempt them from work on Satur- 
day afternoons. 

‘In all matters of bills, notes, exchanges, 
and drafts,”’ he said, *‘ the law provides that 
it shall be considered a legal holiday, but it 
does not provide that no work shall be done 
by city employés.”’ 

The news spread rapidly from one floor to 
the other, and was received with resentment 
and bitterness.

to close 
ground that it is not a legal holiday. The 
employés may carry the-miatter to the city 
council for a final decision.

“Technical and inconsequential,” was the 
way one of the federal attorneys referred yes- 
terday to the demurrers to indictments of the 
packers and corporations charged with vio- 
lating the anti-trust and interstate commerce 
laws. 

The demurrers, which are made to nine 
counts, will be argued on Monday before 
United States Judge Humphrey. Even if all 
are sustained, which is not considered prob- 
able, it will be possible to begin the trial of 
the packers on the first count, to which no 
demurrer was made, and to which a plea of 
not guilty will be entered. | 

Attorney John 8B. Millér, chief counsel for } 
the packers, explained why no demurrer was 
made to the first count, which charges an 
illegal monopoly in the fresh meat trade. 

‘‘The| packers are prepared to submit to 
trial on that accusation,” said he. .‘*‘ It prac- 
tically is the government's case. It is not sus- 
ceptible to the same objections of indefinite 
character as are the other counts.” 

It is expected that arguments on the de-~ 
murrers will consume only oneday, The plea 
of not guilty will then be entered as to the 
first count, after which it is the intention of 
‘the attorneys for the defense to ask for fur- 
ther tirhe to prepare their case. There will 
be no objection to this by the federal at- 
torneys, 

It is thought that there will be no further 
material delays, and that the trial will begin 
on Oct. 15, as has been expected by the gov- 
ernment officials.

The first count, upon *which the packers 
may go to trial, nanmres the seventeen pack- 
erg and five corporations. and charges that 
through their agents-they purchased live cat- 
tle in various markets without competing 
against each other, thereby engaging in un- 
lawful conspiracy.- It also charges that 
prices of cattle were “ fixed’; supply of 
méat was curtailed; sausage casing andi con- 
tainers were destroyed so that excessive 
prices could be maintained; districts were 
allotted to each defendant for the establish- 
mént of bran¢h houses and prices were main- 
tained by agreement. 

The déemurrers set forth that the Indict- 
ments are defective on the following grounds: 

Vague and indéfinite; do not set forth suf- 
ficiently any Violation of an act of congress. 

Do not show: that the trade and commerce 
referred to is conducted in the states or for- 
eign countries. 

Does not show that defendants had agents 
at different points throughout United States, 
though it assumes it. 


“Double” Counts. 


Does not allege in count relating to de- 
struction of sausage casings that this would 
have the effect of maintaining prices. 

There is a double count wherein there is a 
charge of conspiracy in several states and 
also in the District of Columbia, 

There is a double doubt wherein the charge 
is made of restraint of trade in buying cattle 
at the stockyards in which defendants re- 
quired agents to refrain from bidding; in the 
seHing of meat products and merchandise; 
in requiring agents to agree upon and fix 
noncompetitive prices.

| GUANCES AT RECENT FICTION. 


Something of Kipling, more than a sugges- 
tion of Conrad, and a good deal of Cutcliffe 
Hiyne is to be found in “THE EDGE OF 
CIRCUMSTANCE,” by E@ward Noble (Dodd, 
Mead & Co.). The trace of the first named is 
found in the character of McGrabbut, the 
marine engineer with his covenanter morals, 
his poetry, and philosophy; the likeness to 
Conrad in the splendid pictures ofthe storms 
at sea: to Hyne in the skuliduggery of the 
rascally shipowners who stop not even at 
‘murder to gain their ends. And in this, too, 
there is something of Kipling. 

It is a story of men for men. There is not 
a woman in it. It is a rushing story of the 
British merchant martne inits worst aspects, 
the sending out of unseaworthy boats by 
unserupulous owners, and the hair raising 


adventures of the miserables who risk their, 


lives for a pittance in the death hulks. And 
Mr. Noble ends his story with the triumphof 
the wicked and the discomfiture of the honest 
salts who tried to bring them to justice. 

Aside from the lesson of the book, and it ‘s 
a dark and terrible lesson, often taught and 
as often disregarded by the British authori- 
ties, the interest of the landsman !s held by 
the author’s excellent treatment of the char- 
acters and his splendid powers of description 
of the sea in its most awful aspects. 


‘SUNRISE ACRES” is the name given 
by Dodd, Mead & Co. to a’ novel bearing 
‘Ben Brace’’ as the author upon the title- 
page, although it is whispered that this is.a 
pseudonym intended to conceal a Chicago 
family name that is already taking up some 
space in the publisher’s catalogue. 

The book is a story of farm life in Indiana, 
and it has an original plot. A young Chi- 
cago man is to inherit $500,000 on condition 
that within a year of the testator’s death he 
finds a certain man who in youth thrashed 
the maker of the will, and thrash him in turn 
in fair fight. This is not a romantic idea, 
certainly, and the fact that the collegian 
finds himself in love with the daughter of his 
intended victim does not make it any more 
50. ¢ 
There is a good deal of rough and tumble 
fighting in the book and the Hoosier farmer 
is not made an admirable character. Mr. 
McC—, the author, we should say, finally 
after much hard work pulls off the fight 
and the hero knocks out his prospective 
father-in-law. As the latter, the hired man, 
and a nurse all know of the provisions of the 
wil] and the farmer knows that the prospect- 
ive half-millionaire wants to become his son- 
in-law there might be some who would call 
the fight a fake, but the author’s description 
disproves that. 

A melodramatic incident is injected, where 
the nurse, who also loves the hero, drugs 
the farmer on the occasion of a previous at- 
tempt the men make to pull off the mill. 
The workmanship is crude and amateurish.

ated. But its main charm lies in its humor— 
as natural, as unaffeeted, as “dear old 
Mrs. Burke,” by far the best character of 
the book.

“BACK HOME "is the title of a: book of 
essays by Hugene Wood. To be mure pre- 
cise, it may be a closer approach to accurady 
to term the book a volume of observations. 
Mr. Wood is quite riotously American, and 
his talks about old times and the neighbors 
round about are as homely and hearty as 
they can be made. The country town fs 
epitomized with characteristic humor—that 
is, humor characteristic of the ‘“‘ back home ”’ 
kind of a humorist. The county fair, the 
circus, the swimming hole, the fireman's 
tournament, the old red schoolhouse, and 
the Sabbath school, not to mention many 
other things as familiar as the wood pile or 
the fence post, are served up with homely 
comment” and uriqualified enjoyment. The 
book is what the folks back home would call 

-a “real good takeoff,”’ and the author is “a 
regular old mimic, “Why, to hear him, you 
just laff an’ laff. (McClure '& Phillips com- 
pany, publishers.) 


Mr. F. Berkeley Smith is a vivacious writér, 
as readers of “The Real Latin Quarter " 
will recall, He has prepared an equally in- 
souciant volume, entitled ‘“*‘ PARISIANS 
OUT OF DOORS,” which brings back Paris 
in a breeze of brisk reminiscences. The au- 
thor has a holiday air about him, and as the 
reader saunters in his good company from 
city to suburb, from café to cathedral, there 
is a pleasant conviction that,work will never 
begin again, that blue Mondays are no more, 
and that the sun is forever shining upon the 
broad leaves of the chestnuts in the most 
charming of all driveways. Here and there 
Mr. Smith has put figures in his ciiyscape, 
repeated chance conversations, gone over 
witty old quarréls, and recounted personal 
adventures. This is delightful and intimate. 
The author is interested in everything he 
sees. He is out for amusement, has és- 
chewed philosophy, is untroubled by soclo- 
logical worries, and takes the world of Paris 
as he finds it. It ig not hig intention to find 
anything disagreeable. He beholds no sad- 
ness. Helis amused, not pained, by the can- 
trasts of city life. His spirit is ready for 
the féte—he is in gala mood—and the com- 
plaisant reader can do no better than clap 
his hat on head and run after him to that 
land of perpetual enchantment—Paris! The 
book is quite delightfully illustrated. The 
publishers are Funk & Wagnalls. 


Mr. Edward Hutton has written “ THE 
CITIES OF UMBRIA ” (E. P. Dutton & Co.), 
and it is a subject which he understands and 
deeply loves. But the reader will be aston- 
ished at titnes to see to what depths of sen- 
timentality the author drops. He will find 
some of these in the obscure preface and sev- 
eral others throughout the book. He warns 
us that we may not understand his work. 
It is all plain enough, and even the preface 
is understandable. when you have be- 
come: acquainted with the writer.

Studies in the Work of the Great Italian, 
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HE DE MONARCHIA OF DANTE 
ALIGHIERI,” a translation with 
hotes by Aurelia Henry (Hough- 
ton, Mifflin & Co.), will find a 
welcome among Dante scholars on 
account of the valuable notes. Asa trans- 
lation it is in every why inferior to that 
of Church, but since Church's day some of 
the obscure allusions or quotations of the 
original have been cleared up and much val- 
uable study has been put upon the treatise. 
In the *‘ DE MONARCHIA ” Dante’s views 
concerning monarchy in general and the 
empire in particular receive their fullest 
exposition. In these days of widespread in- 
terest In the work of Dante this volume is 
a real boon, placing within the reach of many 
to whom the earlier translations are inac- 
cessible a new version with all that Is neces- 
Sary to correlate it with the rest of Dante's

writings. 


“THE ITALIAN POETS SINCE DAN- 
TE,” by William Everett (Charles Scribner's 
Sons), is a series of genial lectures on the 
principal Italian poets from Petrarch to 
Leopardl. The author is not content in 
every case to accent the valuation ordina- 
rily placed on these great names, but states 
his own opinions with boldness and with 
much good sense. The metrical transla- 
tions in the text are musical and faithful 
and are creditable to the translator and to 
the author. This 1s one of the best intro- 
ductions to the more; extended study of 
Italian poetry. 


“VIEWS OF DANTE,” by E. L. Rivard, 
Cc. S. V. (the Herineberry company), ts in- 
troduced by Bishop Spalding in an essay 
full of charm and in itself a sufficient reason 
for the acquisition of the book. Dr. Ri- 
vard’s own contribujion is composed of a 
series of lectures delivered before the stu- 
dents of St. Viateur’s college. These lec- 
tures have a strong tinge from the environ- 
ment in which they are produced, and much 
in them will appeal more forcibly to the 
young men in the Catholic seminaries than 
to the generalreader. There is morein them 
however, which is inspired directly by the 
great poet and which serves admirably as a 
stimulus to the study of Dante for any one 
to whom Dante is’ as yet onlya name, The 
author has made no attempt to make a con- 
secutive study of the ‘ Divine Comedy,” 
but dwells upon those features of the poem 
which seem to him most worthy of attention. 
His style is at times familiar and again al- 
most rhapsodic, but everywhere infused with 
a deep admiration of Dante’s character, 
genius, and teachings. Dante is so univer- 
sal a poet that he has a different lesson for 
each age and for each group of.men. .The 
wish of Pope Leo XIII. that Dante might be 
studied in the Catholic schools has been

realized effectually wherever the students 
have the privilege of listening to such a 
teacher as Dr. Rivard. 


“A SHORT HISTORY OF VENICE,” by 
William Roscoe Thayer (the Macmillan com- 
pany), is the history of the growth of a co- 
lonial empire resting for its connection with 
the capital upon the mastery of the sea. It 
is the record of a marvelous civic develop- 
ment finally overwhelmed by excess of 
wealth and power. Mr. Thayer calls his 
book a short history, and indeed much de- 
tail has been omitted to bring the volume 
into reasonable bulk, but enough detail has 
been retained to make it more than the dry 
bones of history. If Venice was not the re- 
public that Wordsworth imagined her to be, 
she preserved to her latest days the forms of 
popular government to a degree that war- 
rants Mr. Thayer in making frequent com- 
parison to England. Both were nations of 
traders who became masters of empire 
through force of circumstances beyond their 
foreknowledge, and other resemblances may 
be pointed out, but the racial differencés 
which made Venice a city of pageants, of art, 
of gay carelessness, are not neglected by the 
author. His last chapter ts a word picture 
of the delights of Venice which seems to 
have borrowed its gorgeous coloring from 
the Venetian painters. This history is com- 
pact, readable, and not without charm. 


“THE HUNDRED DAYS,” by Max Pem- 
berton (D. Appleton & Co.), is a Ristorical 
romance of the days of the return from Elba. 
The hero is an Englishman who Is living in 
France in order to avoid the unpleasant 
consequences of a duel. The heroine is a 
young Frenchwoman, a member of the no- 
bility, who has a rascal for a brother and a 
downright villain for a suitor. She herself 
is a spy and messenger of the emperor, and 
traverses France in the uniform Of a sol- 
dier carrying mysterious papers of the great- 
est importance. At last the villainous suitor, 
the rascally brother, and all other impédi- 
ments are swept out of the way and the 
lovers are reunited. There is a vivid desecrip- 
tion of the rout at Waterloo, and the story 
throughout moves at a lively pace.

It ‘appears, therefore, that none of the as- 
sets of the Warehouse company, and nothing 
the Chicago Subway company may own, falls 
under the terms of the mortgage securing 
the bonds. 

After emphasizing again the fact that the. 


' Warehouse company has no business rela- 


tions with the City of Chicago, there appears 
the following statement concerning the Tun- 
nel company in Mr. Wheeler's signed com- 
munication: 

‘‘The only company with which the city 
has to deal ts the Illinois Tunnel company, 
the successor to the Illinois Telephone and 
Telegraph company, which is the operating 
company and handles all the business to be 
done under the ordinances of Feb. 20, 1899; 
July 15, 19038, and July 20, 1903.” 

The ordinance of Feb. 20, -1899, was the 
original one granting the right to construct 
* conduits " for telephone and telegraph pur- 
poses. Nothing appears in that ordinance 
about “tunnels.”” But in violation of the 
ordinance tunnels were constructed, and in 
1903 the council passed an amended ordinance 
which recognized the tunnels already built 
at that time and made provision for their 
regulation and the conservation of the rights 
of the city. 

The ordinance of July 20 was merely 
amendatory in small matters of the ordi- 
nance of July 15, 1908. 

Small Assets for Tunnel Bonds. 

The mortgage under which $17,000,000 bonds 
have been issued, bears date of Dec. 1, 1908. 
The only assets referred to in that instru- 
ment are those of the Telephone company 
and such assets as its successor may acquire, 
Its successor is the Diinois Tunnel company, 
which in addition to! possessing the telephone 
equipment has certain transportation equip- 
ment in the way of small cars and electric 
locomotives. But it hasn’t any real estate. 
The security behind the $17,000,000 bond issue 
consists at the present time of the telephone 
wires, inetruments and switchboard, and 
thirty-eight electric locomotives and 300 small 
cars. The assessed: valuation of the Tun- 
nel company assets was fixed by the board 
of review at less than $600,000. In the ordi- 
nance of Feb. 20, 1899, and the ordinance of 
July 15, 1908, it l@ distinctly provided that 
the conduits and the tunnels shall, at the 
expiration of the period of the franchise, re- 
vert to the city of Chicago without further 
consideration. Whatever moneys may have 
been spent on tunnels or conduits become a 
dead loss ag an asset so far as the Tunnel 
company is concerned. The expenditure 
merely amounts to the fact of funds having 
been disbursed for the privilege of operating 
tunnels, which latter must be ylelded to the 
city on Feb. 19, 1929, On that date both 
ordinances expire, thatis, the original one for 
the Telephone and Telegraph company. and 
the one for the tunnels. The Telephone 
company’s switchboard and equipment, and 
the equipment of the tunnels, remain the 
property of the Illinois Tunnel company and 
are subject to the terms of the mortgage. 

The > per cent bonds run until Dec. 1, 1928, 
or a little over two anda half months before 
the expiration of the franchise. There is no 
sinking fund provision in the mortgage and 
the bonds may be called In on any interest 
date, either for partor the whole of the issue, 
at 105 and interest. 


Easy to Increase Bonds. 


The authorized issue is $80,000,000. The 
trustee, the Equitable Trust company of Chi- 
cago, Will certify to additional issues of the 
bonds upon a resolution adopted by the 
board of directors. It is specifically pro- 
vided, however, that no obligation rests upon 
the trustee to ascertain the ‘‘ actual neces- 
sity ’’ for a further igsue of bonds. All that 
is required of the trustee is certainty that 
the resolution of the board of directors, 
adopted by a majority of all the directors, is 
bona fide. Discretion reste with the direc- 
tors as to the necessity for issuing the ad- 
ditiomal bonds. 

According to Mr. Wheeler’s statement to 
the controller as of Oct. 4, 1905, there have 
been constructed 197,000 feet of tunnels. This 
is equivalent to 87.30 miles. The same state- 
ment also conveys the Information that fifty 
electric locomotives have been ordered and 
thirty-eight delivered. That 1,000 steeb cars 
have been ordered and 800 delivered. The 
total equipment is to be delivered by Jan. 
1, 1906. 

Mr. Wheeler's statement to the controller 
did not answer, however, a number of im- 
portant questions, which, in accordance with 
the terms of the ordinance of July 15, 1905, 
the company will be required to answer. A 
proper response to these queries would inter- 
fere materially with the stock market rigging 
which has been practiced and which collapsed 
with a drop of 80% points in three days. The 
assertion that a statement of the facts inthe 
case (in accordance with the requirements 
of the ordinance) would damage some of the 
plans of the management, is doubtless true. 
There are also other lines of activity, proper 
publicity concerning which would lead to 
difficulties for those conducting the business.
